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This manual has grown out of a want which the author 
has felt in the instruction of his own classes. It is designed, 
also, to meet a want expressed to him by many who are not. 
connected with schools. It is meant to be brief enough for 
the time that his own classes could give to this branch of 
study, and yet full enough to be of real and decided use. 
As such, he hopes that it may prove useful to teachers and 


students elsewhere. 


The mark § refers to the sections in the “ Principles of 
Pronunciation” in Webster's (Wb.) or Worcester’s (Wr.) 
dictionary. 

The mark * indicates that the word may be found in the 
“Synopsis of words differently pronounced by different 
Orthoepists,’ Wh. $130. Webster and Worcester repre- 
sent American usage; Smart is the best authority for 


pronunciation in England. 


Where a dictionary gives two pronunciations, the first is 
to be preferred, unless the abbreviation (Wh. 2) or (Wr, 2) 
is given. Where dictionaries differ, the authority to be 
followed is sometimes indicated in this manual. The student 
may need to be cautioned against trusting Worcester’s quo- 


tations from Webster, as they are from an old edition,
